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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, N. H. 


I hereby submit my third annual report as Superin‘end- 
ent of Schools. 


No school should stand apart from its community as 
something mysterious and unknown. All citizens should 
know what the school is doing and be convinced that its 
program is good. The passage of the two million dollar 
state aid bill by the last session of the General Court 
is sufficient evidence that the public is aware of the 
educational problem in New Hampshire. The appropria- 
tion of this money, however, is only the first step in the 
advancement of education; a much more important 
step is the manner in which each individual communi-y 
uses the increased amount of aid. The expressed purpose 
of this act was to encourage improvement of educational! 
opportunity in each community, and to relieve the school 
district of excessive tax increase. In other words each 
community is expected to improve the school program in 
so far as increased aid will permit. 


In the recent report of the Lay-Professional Councii 
to the people of New Hampshire the following uses for 
state aid funds were suggested: 


“provision for more adequate salaries for teachers 
so that schools may ‘attract and hold as high type 
people in teaching profession as other professional 
fields and industry,’ 


provision of better physical plants, especially in rural 
areas where consolidation cannot take place, 


provision for transportation of children to consoli- 
dated elementary and high schools,

provision for adequate facilities in buildings to 
meet the individual needs of all children, 


provision for trained workers to help the mentally 
and physically handicapped, 


provision for extended adult education, 


provision for better supervision.”

The school year 1947-48 opened with Miss Crane and 
Mrs. Merrill returning to their former positions. Mrs. 
Dorothy Berry replaced Miss Wynott at the Hill School. 
Stratham has an excellent and well qualified staff of 
teachers whose work is highly commendable. In addition 
to the regular teachers, Mrs. Leona Foster has been 
engaged to teach music and Mrs. Regene Matthews to 
teach art. These two important activities are being 
given proper emphasis in the school program. 


Stratham is to be commended for using its State Aid 
money to expand the activities of the school and to 
provide high school transportation. Statistics show that 
many New Hampshire pupils have left school because of 
inability to pay the cost of transportation. 


Although school house construction is out of the 
question at the present time, Stratham should not lose 
sight of the fact that consolidation of its schools must 
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be brought about at the earliest possible time. Between 
1926 and 1946 the number of one room schools in the 
state has diminished from 670 to 190. It is expected 
that the majority of these will be closed as soon as 
building costs decrease. 


I wish to express my appreciation for the valuable 
work of Mrs. Sheehy in the health program, and to 
Lamson Emery and George Wentworth for their faithful 
services as janitors. 


Again may I emphasize the important place of the 
Parent-Teacher Association in the educational program, 
and to commend the Stratham organization. 


The reports of the special teachers and the statistical 
tables follow this report. They should be of interest to 
parents and citizens. 


In conclusion, I wish again to thank the citizens of 
Stratham, the members of the School Board, and the 
teachers for their cooperation and support throughout 
the past year.

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REPORT OF SUPERVISOR OF MUSIC 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

The work in the first six grades has, of necessity, been 
of a very simple nature due to previous lack of a music 
supervisor. In the first two grades, rote songs and 
rhythmic work have supplemented the drill for voice 
placement. As the purpose of the early years is to 
eliminate monotones and aid the child to find his singing 
voice, much emphasis is placed on individual drill and 
matching tones. Some simple note reading is started 
in the second grade. 

Observation work is started in the third and fourth 
grades and more intensive note reading is given. Rote 
songs, rhythmic drill and note writing supplements the 
reading program. Individual help is continued with wea 
singers. 

No two-part singing has been attempted in the fifth 
and sixth grades as yet, as we have been trying to catch 
up on note reading and the fundamentals. 

A music bench has been given to the Plains school, but 
a good second-hand piano is badly needed. New books 
have replaced the badly-worn and outdated ones. Appre- 
ciation lessons have been given with a victrola and 
records. 

Every child’s voice has been tested and a constant 
record is kept of each child’s improvement in singing and 
reading ability. 

There is a wealth of singing ability among the children 
and never have I seen more enthusiasm or better coopera- 
tion both with the children and the teachers. 

May I express, at this time, my appreciation to the 
School Board, the Superintendent of Schools, the 
teachers and to my Stratham children for their support.

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REPORT OF THE ART SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 

As Art today is an important part of every person’s 
design for living, every effort has been made to awaken 
the child’s sense of observation so that he will possess 
a seeing eye and understanding mind. Insofar as possible, 
the art lessons have been correlated with the school 
program. They have covered lessons in design, color 
harmony and representation and were planned to stimu- 
late in the child the experience of creating and to help 
him improve the manner in which he expresses himself, 
as well as making him acquainted with the fine examples 
of the arts. of the present and the past. The use of 
patterns, tracing and copying have been discouraged 
because they are detrimental to creative artistic growth. 

The students of all six grades have been working 
with crayons, tempera, construction paper and Scissors. 
All have had lessons in color harmony and design; and 
the students in the upper grades, lessons in anatomical 
proportions. Many excellent Christmas card designs were 
made by the upper four grades, especially the fifth and 
sixth grades. The first four grades have made excellent 
progress in the illustrations of stories and of their daily 
activities, each child expressing himself quite freely on 
large sheets of paper. 

In Art Appreciation the study of reproductions of some 
of the world’s masterpieces is being planned, as well as 
several large mural projects which requires group 
participation. A note book will be required of the upper 
two grades. 

I would like to thank the teachers for their coopera- 
tion and kindness. I have enjoyed working with them 
and the children of Stratham.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL NURSE 


To the School Board of Stratham, New Hampshire: 


Following is the report of the School nurse from 
January 1947 to January 1948: 


At the beginning of the school year, schools are in- 
spected and fresh first-aid supplies are placed in the 
schools for the use of the pupils. 


During the early autumn all children are weighed 
and measured. Examinations are made of eyes, teeth, 
hearing and tonsils. Skin and hair are examined frequent- 
ly. Immunization against small-pox and diphtheria are 
recorded. Children are weighed and measured again 
during the winter and spring terms. All defects are re- 
ported to parents. ) 


A dental clinic was held 'as usual in Dr. Winkler’s 
office in Exeter. Thirty-eight children attended the 
clinic. ‘The children were transported to and from the 
clinic by the school nurse. 


The children are having milk in all the schools this 
year. The Red Cross of Stratham sponsored the dental 
clinic and milk program. All children in grades 3, 4, 5 and 
6 were given the audiometer test for hearing. 


Following is the report of the annual physical examina- 
tion made during the fall of 1947:
